FINDS A NEW TYPE 
OF PREHISTORIC MAN 
—A———— 


Anthropologist Discovers It in 
Moravia Along With Great 
Mass of Ancient Bones.

LONDON, Nov, 5.—Recent discoveries 
of prehistoric remains of 20,000 years 
ago, madé at Predmost, in Moravia, 
which it is claimed are the most impor- 
tant and extensive in the history of 
anthropology, arg the subject of an 
article In The Illustrated London News 
by Professor D. K. Absolon of Prague 
University, to whose initiative credit for 
the discoveries is due. Professor Abso- 
lon spent a number of years investigat- 
ing’ the sites of the discovertes in , the 
cave district in the vicinity of Brunn. 
A majority of the finds belong to. the 
Magdalenian period. Bones of diluvial 
and pleistocene animals are exceptional- 
ly »plentiful, the most numerous being 
those of the cave bear, which was some- 
times as much as twelve feet in height. 
He also found complete skeletons of the 
lion, ‘hyena, wolverine, beaver, capri- 
corn, reindeer and other animals. 
Predmost, which is an open site and, 
Says Professor Absalon,. the. most. im- 
portant paleolithic site in Central and 
Eastern Burope, yielded valuable finds, 
including many well préserved skeletons 
of diluvial man, th s of stone, 
bone and: horn: {implements, primitive 
works, drawings, models .and fetishes, 
all’ unique examples; and, finally, a 
scarcély credible quantity of fossils and 
mammoth bones.

losing the debt: Any man who thinks 
himself injured by the payment‘of a 
debt is justified in being a protection- 
ist. As a creditor nation our interests 
have shifted against a prdhibitive 
tariff. When we sell goods abroad 
we create the need of receiving for- 
eign goods, if we ate to get our pay- 
ment. The war debts make it plain 
that our chief interest is to promote 
the prosperity of those who owe us.

It is because. pell clerks 
and tally clerks ‘not only can make mis- 
takes which the voting machines simply 
cannot make, but because they can do, 
and sometimes have done, assorted wick- 
ednesses in tho handling and counting of 
ballots—wickedneases of which the voting 
machines never’ will’ be suspected even 
by those who like them least.

Brothers Go to Sing Sing for 15 
and 18 Years for “Cowboy” 
_ Tessier Gang Hold-Up. 


‘SISTER PLEADS FOR MERCY 


Writes Judge She Had High Hopes: 
for “Her Boys’’—Elder May 
Serve 30 Years.

Two of the most daring members of 
the “Cowboy” Tessler Gang, Fred and 
Arthur Rothermel, known to the police 
and the underworld under thé name of 
Leslie, were sentenced yesterday to long 
terms in Sing. Sing Prison by Judge 
William Allen in General Sessions. They 
had, pleaded guilty last week to partici- 
pating in the hold-up early in Septembtr 
of Dr. Jacoh Lanes, a physician, in his 
office at 102 East Seventeenth Street.. 
In this hold-up the leader of the. gang, 
Frank Tessler, now under indictment for 
murder in«the first degree for killing a 
furrier_in another hold-up, was alleged 
to have shot and seriously wounded one 
of Dr. Lane’s patients. 

Fred. Rothermel, ‘who is 27 years old; 
and lived with his brother at 1,471 Sec- 
ond Avenue, was sentenced to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment. It is probable, 
however, that he will serve thirty years, 
because at the time of his arrest he was 
under a fifteen-year parole from. Sing 
Sing, after serving five years of a twen- 
ty-year sentence for participating 7 the 
holdeup of a bank at Freeport, I. I., in 
1919. He was shot through a lung dur- 
ing this robbery. It was represented to 
Governor Smith when he was released 
from the prison his physical condi- 
tion was such that it would be cruelty 
to keep him in the prison beyond 
five years.

We shall seek to obtain the dismis- 
sal of the indictment on the ground 
that there was not sufficient evidence 
before the Grand Jury to warrant its 
being found, and onthe further ground 
that illegal. evidence was presented,’’ 
he said. ‘‘We have every confidence 
that we will prove to the Court that the 
indictment is without merit.

F ‘AB- Americas Halfback Says Most 
Players Do Not Enjoy It— 
Criticizes Alumni. 


“BOSTON, Nov. 5 (#).—George Owen 
Jr.; one of the greatest of Harvard's 
recent football backs, did not like foot- 


‘pall. The famouse gridiron star, who 
won nine major sport letters from 1920 
to 1923, who captained {three varsity 
teams —and who was generally consid- 
ered All-American halfback, explains 
his attitude toward the sport in an artl- 
cle in the current issue of The Inde- 
pendent, released for publication today. 

“tT believe quite frankly that the ma- 
jority of college.football players do not 
enjoy playing the game. There are, of 
course, a certain number of exceptions, 
but those are men, I think, who would 
enjoy any fight. They love the game 
because,of the opportunity it gives them 
for bodily contact. “The real reason for 
my dislike of football, and I think the 
dislike of many other players, lies pri- 
marily in the terrible grind necessary 
to keep in the running. 

“You can’t play the game and smile, 

.’ Owen writes and later says, 
, “the possibility of failure preys 80 on 
‘the mind of the player that his capacity 
for enjoyment of the game is, in many 
cases, co —— lost.
